It is generally underftood, and we have good reafon 
to believe the faét, that Mr Pitt will not attempt to ne- 
gociate any loan till the month of April, at fooneft.— 
There will be a new iflue of Exchequer bills in a few 
days, which, it is reported, will be iffued under fuch 
tenure as to be payable into the Bank on the firft in{tal- 
ment of the loan. 
An exprefs was received early yefterday morning at 
York-houfe, Piccadilly, from his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince of Wales at Critchill, ftating, that a fleet of 
French men of war, with a number of tranfports, had 
appeared off Weymouth, on Wednefday afternoon. In 
confequence of this intelligence, the Duke of York 
wrore a letter to Mr Nepean and Mr Dundas; _ his 
Royal Highnefs then went to the War-office, where 
fimilar intelligence had been received. A confultation 
of the Duke of York, Earl Spencer,. Lord Grenville, 
Mr Pitt, Mr Dundas, and Mr Nepean, was held at the 
Admiralty in the forenoon, during which time, au- 
thentic , information was received, that the fuppofed e- 
nemy’s fhips was a fleet of homeward-bound merchant- 
men. The miftake, it appears, had originated from 
their not anfwering the fignals at the pofts.—By a let- 
ter from Portfmouth of this morning, it fhould appear 
the apprehended enemy was a Lifbon convoy.

BURGLARY. 
TRIED BY MR JUSTICE ROOKE. 

Tomas Hunter, was indicted for burglarioufly 
entering the dwelling houfe of Mrs Margaret Elliot, to- 
gether with three perfons (not yet apprehended) on the 
goth of January laft, and ftealing therein, feveral trunks, 
and a portmanteau, containing a great quantity of wear- 
ing apparel, and other articles to the value of upwards 
of 2001, the property of the faid Margaret Elliot, &c. 
The firft witnefs brought forward was one of the 
female fervants of the scaleomele, who refides in Ses 
Ano-ftreet Eaft—the ftated, that about nine o’clock at 
night, on the goth of laft month, fhe heard a knock at 
the ftreet door—fhe opened it, and a man appeared, 
and afked, Whether the miftrefs was at home? She 
replied in the affirmative-—he then gave her a Jetter— 
the inftantly Obferved, that it had no fuperfcription—fhe 
then looked at the man, and perceived his face to be 
difguifed—the weat»towards the parlour, where the 
ladies, her miltrefs, and het two were fitting ; 
but before the had time to open the door of it, :four 
meno rufhed in after her. This unexpected and alarm- 
ing event; fo much terrified her, as entirely to fufpend, 
for a time ber felf-poffefion—and when i had reco- 
vered herfelf, the could recollect, that men were 
faying femething about Colonel Waugh. « 

Mrs iot,-confirmed the firft point of the 
feryant’s ftatement, and added, that when fhe had 
the parlour door, the four men rufhed in after 
-her.. Mrs E. afked them, what they wanted—one of 
‘the party faid—your money and watches, and while they 
were taking them, one of the men faid—* Be quict 
ladies, you have nothing to fear ; Colonel Waugh has 
done us an injury in the Welt Indies, and we'll be re- 
venged on him this night.” After this, three of the 
party went up ftairs, as it appeared, to the place where 
Colonel Waugh’s property was depofited. One of them, 
(who afterwards appeared to be Hunter the prifoner) 
remained in the parlour, as a guard to watch the ladies, 
while his companions were engaged in their depredations 
above ftaiss. This man was particularly obferved by 
Mrs Elliot, to wear a blue coat and white trowfers, or 
pantaloons, fhe could not exactly determine which—the 
robbers might be up ftairs near an hour and an half—the 
could plainly hear them breaking open the drawers, &c. 
On their coming down fairs, the prifoner told the la- 
dies and the maid fervant, that they muft retire into the 
back kitchen while the things were removing. They 
were conftrained to do fo—and Hunter accompanied 
them asa guard—he had quitted them three or four 
times, while the work was perpetrating, but always re- 
turned in a very fhort time, when they took away what 
they choofed, which it appeared was effedted in trunks 
and a portmanteau. 

The account given by one of the witnefles, 2 man of 
the name of Coward, was very material to the convic- 
tion of the prifoner. He ftated, that on the 3ift of 
January, the day immediately after the robbery, he was 
fitting at the Rofe and Ancorn Public-houfe in William 
Street, Bridewell- Precin&,’ Blackfriars ; it might be 
about r1 o’clock “forenoon, when he obferved a coach 
draw up to the door—this particularly attracted his at- 
tention, from the circumftance of two men being feated 
in the coach, a third behind it, anda fourth walkin 
by the fide. They brought two trunks out of the 
coach, and afked the landlady for her permiffion to go 
into the back parlour.—She anfwered them fhortly 
that fhe would not have her parlour made a warehoufe 
of. However, they were fhewn into another room 
where company was occafionally admitted. They had 
been in this room a long time, when two of the party 
went away. ‘The witnefs entertained fome fafpicion of 
which he communicated to the landlord. In 
confequence, they both went into the room: The
